Nearly twenty-five yeaks ago « 
farmer's wife was searching the woods 
surroanding their farm for a cow that 
had strayed, and. becoming thirsty, 
stopped to get a drink from a spring. 
Slipping. she fell against a «mall, loose 
rock, which yelled to her feet. and 
which proved to be a twenty-pound 
nugget of almost pure gold. | Bridge- 
water at that time was nearly forty 
miles from the nearest railroad, and the 

resent site of the town was nothing 

ut a wilderness, but the effect of that 
accidental! find of the farmer's wife was 
such that inside of six months what 
had heen burned-oyer, barren wilder- 
ness Was converted into a substantial 
city ofnearly 5.000 peaple. 

“In digging a shaft about a mile 
south of the town site, on the claim of 
Billa Plint, a life senator of Canada. an 
immense quarry of the purest white 
marble ever found on this continent was 
discovered, and at the suggestion of the 
senator, the town of Bridgewater was 
practically built of marble, for it has 
to-day the only hotel, church, school, 
court hotse and private dwellings con- 
structed éntirely of marble in the world, 
and a mile north of the town are an 
abandoned axe factory «nd grist mill, 
whose foundations are built of the same 
beautiful material. 

“During the building of the town 
thousands of men prospected the entire 
country, and shafts and tunnels were 

riven—some of them nearly one hund- 
red feet deep, but, strange as it m “y 
seem, there was never enough gold 
found to pay the cost of a Single shaft 
or tunnel sunk or run in the entire dis- 
trict, Soexcited did the farmers around 
Bridgewater become that some of them 
actually hired guards to keep men from 

ving on their land to pick up gold. 
at Kehoe, an old Irishman. who 
owned 100 acres of rock-strewn, barren 
land, was offered $125,000 for his hold- 
ing, but held out for $150,000. To-day 
“yak could buy the property for probably 
150, 


One rancher, whose farm adjoined 
‘ Aladdin’s Cave,’ the place where the 
original nugget was found, sold five 
acres to an English syndicate for $100- 
000, and it is an established fact that 
the syndicate a as much more de- 
veloping their claim, as everything was 
yery costly, all material having to be 
hauled nearly fifty miles, over rough 
roads, and they did not get a single 
ounce of gold out of their purchase, but 
they .mined some quartz—about 100 
tons—shipped it to the States, and in 
return, got a bill from the smelting 
company for $350 smelting charges over 
and above the gold in quartz. ‘This 
was the first, and I believe the last; 
shipment of quartz ever made, as the 
cost of hauling, shipping and smeltin 
Was $15) a ton more than the rock 
produced.”

EXECUTION IN MANILA.

A Bight Hrutal te English Eyes—Bow Poor 
Prisencre are Shet Bown. 

To witness an execution in the Phil- 
ippines is asight most brutal to Eng- 
lish eyes. The rebels, taken on the 
slightest pretext or suspicion of revolt, 
are, after a summary trial, ghot in 
batches of twenty to thirty, and for 
years past the mournral sigh! has been 
familiar to residents in Manila. 

On such occasions, at 7 a.m., a pro- 
cession, consisting of the condemned, 
escorted by Spanish regulars and 
Guardia Civilia, may be seen issuing 
from the Fort Santiago gate, The col- 
umn is headed by the mounted guardia 
a single drummer, then the prisoners 
in single file, with arms pinioned 
above the elbow, accompanied by sev- 
eral priests, flanked on either side by 
conmipanios of 
fixed bayonets, from which are drawn 
the firing parties, for the condemned. 
It ia worthy of note, however, that the 
firing parties are mostly selected from 
the native troops, and not from the 
drafta from Spain. These troops are 
mostly armed with the Remington, 
while the Spanish regulars carry the 
Mauser magazine. 


LIKE A GALA DAY. 


To give colour to Spanish character, 
it may be said that these events al- 
most assume the aspect of aala day. 
Great crowds follow from the city, 
which includes numbers of Spanish 
ywomen in their carriages, A hollow 
square is formed by the combined 
troops, the centre-rear being occupied 
by the colours, guard and masse 
bands. An officer preceding a group 
of drummers, whose purpose it is to 
beat the drum on arriving at each cor- 
mer of the square, reads a proclama- 
ition announcing that should anybody 
ask pardon for the condemned they 
would be dealt with as sympathizers, 
The open side of the square, on which 
j lime up the firing party, faces the sea, 
the ground selected being the Lunetta, 
or public promenade, 

ROLLING IN AGONY. 


The prisoners are marched on, and 
halted as each arrive about four paces 
in front of hia squad. The priests then

wretched; frequently the volleys fail 
to kill, the condemned creatures roll- 
ing about on the ground in fearful 
agonies until some humane sergeant

‘while the bands thunder forth the 
i mational anthem. 
| Groups of .officers, including many 
(from the navy, are now seen passing 
falong the dead, apparently from idle 
lemriosity. AL troops now march past

DESSERTS OF GOOSERERRIES. 


The green gooseberry hae alwaya 
been highly esteemed by English house- 
keepers and those of English descent. 
The insipidity of a ripe gooseberry, 
saya a writer in exchange, is not often 
relished except by the chickens and the 
children. A fully grown, but still tart 


@ooseberry has an especially fine flav- 


or, which makes it an excellent pud- 
ding fruit. An English batter pudding 
With green gooseberries is an oldtime 
dessert. An English gooseberry tart 
be aleo popular, 

To make the famous gooseberry pud- 
ding, cut the crust from « large, thick, 
slice of bread, and reduce it to drumba. 
Mix to a smooth batter ten tableapoon- 
fuls of sifted flour, half a saliepoonful 
of salt and a pint of milk, Pour this 
butter over the crambed bread. Add 
four well-beaten eggs. Beat the bat- 
ler egain and atir in carefully a quart 
of green gooseberries that have ben 
“headed and tailed." Put the pudding 
in a well-buttered and thickly-floured 
eguare jean cloth, and drop it into & 
pot of boiling water of sufficient size 
to cover it. Bring the water in the 
pot back to the Loiling point ag soon as 
possible after -putling in the pudding. 
When the water has boiled half an 
hour turn the pudding over and con- 
tinue to turn it once every hal-bour, 
while it is boiling, for two hours. Keep 
the pot it is boiled in covered all the 
time and the water replenished .aa it 
boils away. me 

‘The water must net atop boiling once 
until the pudding is done. On taking up 
the pudding dip it for an instant in 
cold water to insure its turning out 
easily and serve with a rich sauce of 
apy kind. A strawberry sauce, made 
of half a cupful of butter and two cup- 
fuls of sugar beaten to a cream, with 
& large cup of ripe strawberries, makes 
a delicious sauce for this pudding. 

Gooseberry tarts, or ples, a8 they are 
known generally in this country, are 
excellent. Line « ple tin with pastry. 
“Head and tail” as many tart goose. 
berries as will be needed to fill the 
pie dish full. Stir in a cupful of aug- 
ar with every two oupfuls of goose- 
berries and fill the pie, heaping the 
gooseberries in the centre and leaving 
a clear epace at the edges for the juices 
to run. Seal up the fruit in a cover 
of rich try fastened firmly on the 
under piecrust. Bake the pie about 
fifty minutes in «a quick oven. Dredge 
it with powdered sugar. Serve it with 
whipped cream if you wish. 

A novel ice-cream is made of half a 


ipint of rich, well-eweetened, boiled ous- 


tard and half a pint of rich cream. 
Sweeten the cream with half a cupfal 
of sugar and mix the three prepara- 
tions add the juice of a quarter of 
lemon and a few drops of spinach green 
to tint the ice cream a delicate green 
color, Freege it and serve in delicate 
glasses of pale green crystal. 


HOW |\TO ICE CAKES. 
Housewives will be glad to know that 


in cooking schools the tedious beating. 


of eggs for icing or frosting is not 
taught. The directions for plain frost- 
ing are to put the sugar inte the un- 
beaten white of the egg and beat a few 
minutes. To make nice frosting that 
will not crack, is an art which is worth 
one’s while to learn, for a plain cake 
nicely frosted is more attractive and 
appetizing than a richer ome not thus 
decorated, 

The icing used by bakers for buns 
and plain cake is made by stirring 
powdered sugar into cold milk until a 
very stiff paste is formed. This re- 
quires considerable beating to be stiff 
enough to spread smoothly, The cake 
should be warm not hot, and if at first 
the sugar runs off, beat im a little 


more. 

‘to make nice frosting with -granu- 
lated sugar, melt a teacupful slowly 
with 6 tablespoons water, Do not stir 
afier the syrup commences to boil. 
Take a cold spoon, hold it high, and let 
the syrup fail back very slowly into 
the basin. If it threads, remove the 
dish from the fire, add the beaten 
white of an egg and beat five minutes; 
add the flavoring, and while warm 
pour over the cake, which should be 
quite cold. To make a transparent 
frosting; uise frater in place of milk. 

Another excellent frosting is made 
thus: Put 144 Ibs. suger in a gill of 
cold water, dissolve it slowly over the 
fire; when it boils, turn it intoa bright 
tin dishpan, bakers use a marble slab. 
Let it cool 15 or 20 minutes, varying 
the time with the temperature of the 
atmosphere, then stir slowly until it 
becomes quite white. Flavor and stir 
until cold, Put it into a bright basin, 
and set into another containing boil- 
ing water, dip into it little cakes bak- 
ed in em pans. For a 

Chocolate Icing, when it is in the pan, 
stir in or 3 tablespoons grated choce- 
late. The above are all methods used 
by bakers, but the following are good. 

Soft Frosting. Boil l teacup sugar 
‘fm 1-2 teacup milk until it will string 
from a spoon dd 1 teaspoon corn- 
starch moistened with a very little wa- 
ter and stir well; let stand until cool 
enough to apread without running. 

Raisin Frosting, Very nice-—Boil- i 
teacup sugar fave minutes in 2 table- 
spoons water, stir into it the beaten 
white of egg, add 1 teacup chopped, 
seeded raisins and beat again.

THE WOUNDED IN BATTLE. 


Sargrens Take aa Big haners aa aR yore 
Blae, 

Tt has been caleulated that int all the 
naval battles of the world since [868 
the proportion of persons killed and 
wounded in the firat twenty minutes 
only of the engagement averaged BR 
per cent. 

This percentage certainly will be 
more than doubled in the sea fights of 
the present war. In a ship carrying 
450 men. from 250 to 300 will be killed 


, or disabled in the firat quarter of an 


hour. .To take an example. One shot 
fired by a Chincrs ship at the battle 
of Yalu, striking a Japanese cruiser, 


‘fairly killed and wounded one hundred 


and two men. In the confusion, carn 
age, fire and terror there is no time 
to minister to the wounded. 

For them, indeed, there is hardly aay 


‘chance of escaping death. The deck be- 


ing swept by a continuous atorm of 
bursting projectiles, there ia no oppor 
tunity to carry them below. While the 
combat is at long range, and the casu- 


‘alties few, they can be laid behind the 


turrets, but when the action ia at close 


Quarters, no attention can be paid to 


them. 
It should be explained that in an 


engagement at close quarters the hat- 


ches are closed with so-called battle 


| plates, and mo wounded can possibly be 


passed below, Meanwhile all parte of 


armour. belt, which 


are being riddled by 
gun-fire, and the number of casualties 
is necessarily enormous. 

In such an action at least one of 
the vessels engaged is likely to be 
sunk, and that means death to all on 
board of her. Her own boats have been 
knocked to splinters early in the com- 
bat, and the same fate has befallen the 
boats of her adversary,-so that the lat- 
ter, even if not otherwise ocoupied 
would not have any means of picking 
the drowning men up. These augges- 
tions will make it evident that very 


little is to be done by the medical de- 
|Partment in a modarn sea fight. It is 


only after the conflict has come to an 
end that the surgeons, if they are still 
alive, find an opportunity to perform 
their duties. 

Surgeons, though non-combatants, 
take as big chances as anybody in 
up-to-date fight. In the battle aAbo#e 
instanced, the compartment occupied 
by the doctor of a Japanese shi was 
cleaned out by an explosive shell, and 


he and all his wounded were utterly 
destroyed. 


EARTH'S MILLIONS, 
eng 
A Wnteersal Ceonsas to Be Taken for the 
Pirst Time. 


The enormous difficulty of taking the 
census of the world’s inhabitants,which 


it is proposed to publish at Berne in 
1901, becomes apparent when one con- 
siders that at least two-thirds and, per- 
haps, three-quarters of the inhabitants 
of our planet dwell in lands none of 
which has yet been divilized, and many 
of which still rema in in a condition of 
savagery. Yet the purpose is as far as 
possible, to include in the enumeration 
every human beiig on whom the sun 
rives on a particular day in the year 
1900. Explorers and census takers are 
to be sent to every available point on 
the globe for the- purpose. Such is the 
scheme. It looks impracticable. An 
attempt has recently been made to take 
& complete census of Russia, and this 
will aid the new undertaking immense- 
ly. During bis tour in Europe Li Hung 
Chang became interested in the propos 
ed census of the world, and it is as- 
serted, promised his cooperation and 
assistance in the work. 

China forms the greatest factor of 
uncertainty in estimating the popula- 
tion of the globe. Estimates of the 
number of inhabitants of China vary 
sometimes by one or two hundred mil- 
lions ‘and even the population of the 
chief cities can only be guessed at. So, 
too, Africa presents an enormous field 
of mysteries and difficulties,  Ketini- 
ates of its total population are con- 
stantly varying because explorers {re- 
quently come upon knots and centers of 
population the real extent of which is 
unknown. The most careful statistic- 
ians admit that their estimates of the 
population of Africa may be as much 
as 50,000,000 out of it. West of India 
are the vast lands that Alexander over- 
ran in his conquest—-Afghanistan, Par- 
sia and Turkey in Asia. How many 
scores of millions or even hundreds of 
millions may they not contain tf Many 
of the uplands of Persia are practical. 
ly unknown to the civilized world, but 
they can support a great population. 
No one knows how many people Ara- 
bia. contains, 

No one knows how many Esquimaux 
there are dwelling in the lands of eter- 
nal ice that encircle the north pole; 
many of the islands of the vast Paci- 
fic swarm with inhabitants living on 
the open bounty of nature, whose free 
and careless life has captivated the im- 
agination of highly cultivated men like 
Robert Louis Stevenson. and when the 
census is completed, if it proves prac- 
itable what will it probably show the 
total population of the globe to be?

Santiago is 
enclosed on three sides by hills rising 
rapidly from the bay lo mountains of 
great height and beauty, which besides 
being lovely to look upon afford per- 
fect drainage to the city. 


WRETOHED STATE OF STREETS. 


The streets are ell alike, and appar- 
ently have not been repaired since 
first construct four hundred years 
ago. Starting at the shore, the streets 
which are very narrow, run directly up 
the hillside @ distance of one hundred 
and fifty feet or/more. Tropical rains 
have washed great gutters down the 
roads, in some /places three and four 
feet deop, and the traffio has uprooted 
the cobblestones laid hundreds of years 
ago, and left in the road pitfalls and 
mantraps for the unwary. The main 
street, woon which the American Con- 
sul lived, is in such @ condition of de- 
cay that no effort is made to tdrive a 
vehicle through it, and even a horse- 
man cannot ride through it after dark. 
There is risk in attempting to navig- 
ate the street on foot in broad daylight. 
Most of the streets have cement side- 
walks, len or fifteen inches wide, but 
in some streets even this accommoda- 
tion is done away with. 

Santiago has the reputation of be- 
ing the most unhealthy city in Cuba. 
Hemmed in by mountains, with all the 
city’s filth festering in the sun, it is 
surprising that yellow fever does not 
make the city its regular abiding place, 
instead of visiting it annually, as it 
does. No charge is made for living pic- 
turea in the streets of Santiago. and 
children of both sexes and to the age 
of ten or twelve years, totally dispense 
with clothing, and chase about in the 
atreets and highways in costumes akin

FURNISHING FOR VERANDAS. 

Outdoor decorationa are very mvucht 
im evidence. The day hae gone by 
when verandss are left to furnisl 
themaelves, a few stray cushions drag- 
ged from obscure corners, a straw mat 
or two, @ lonely jardiniere being con« 
sidered all sufficient. Now the fare 
niahing of the varanda is the subject 
of as much thought as that of eng 
room in the house, for in reality the 
veranda has become 4 summer room. 

Entire sets, including settees, some 
of etaple, some of quaint designs, for 
two, three or four; corner aeata, chaira, 
tables, can all be obtained in light or 
mottled bamboo, bent wood, or a new, 
pretty green rush.

THE GLADIOLUS. 


The famous gardener of Ghent Louis 
Van Houtte, was the first to introduce 
to his fellow bulb-growers the beau- 
tifal summer bloomer called the gla- 
diolus. Van Houtte originated some 
Striking varieties and did much to po- 
pularize the plant; a French florist, in 
later yeara, grew many varieties very 
peculiar in markings and originated a 
type which bears his name, Lemoine, 
but after all the American hybridist 
has done most of all for this beautify] 
bulb. To American florists is due the 
double form; by cross-fertilization and 
careful selection of seedlings they have 
obtained the large blossoms and the 
profuse blooming characteristics of 
the gladiolus as it is known to-day. 

The gladiolus is by far the most po- 
pular of our summer flowering bulbs 
and one quite easy of cultivation. It 
increases rapidly so that soon one has | 
a supply sufficient for his wants, and | 
some to give away to less fortunate 
friends; and it is most delightfully free | 
from inseot pests. It succeeds best on 
a deep, rich sandy soil, and it likes 
the sum, The best bulbs for planting | 
are those from three to four inches 
in diameter, and tmlbs of that size 
should be planted at least eight inch- 
es deep. Deep planting not only makes 
finer flower apikes, but the new bulb 
formed for next year’s flowering are 
larger and finer than when shallow 
planting is done. 

Like many other flowers the gladiol- 
us is most satisfactory when grown in 
groups, with shrubbery or vines for a 
back ground. They can be set three 
inches apart when they make a fine 
show in bloom. The bulbs can be set 
quite early, and it is an excellent plan 
to divide the stock in several groupa 
and plant at intervals of a couple of 
weeks, making the last planting about | 
the third week In June. A ear

VEAL CROQUETTES. 

Small scraps of cooked veal may be 
easily used in croquettes. If there is 
only a cup of cold veal add a cup of 
rice and put in a quarter of a cup of 
mushrooms. Where there is abund- 


jance of meat use only a quarter of a 


cup of rice and a cup and three-quar- 
ters of minced meat. In place of the 
mushrooms half a cup of minced and 
cooked sweetbreads or of calf's brains 
can be used. 

Add seasoning of three or four 
drops of onion juice, a sprig of minced 
parsley, a spray of celery and one of 
thyme. Moisten the mixture with 
three-quarters of a cup of white stock 
which should be jellied if it can be ob- 
tained.

Finally stir one egg yolk in the 
mixture and cook it in a frying-pan for 
two or three minutes,

The Quten paid another 
the Royai Victoria Hospital at Netley 
om Saturday afternoon, and apent an 
hour among the wounded soldiers. 
There were 8088 patienta in the how- 
pital, and of these 196 were sich and 
wounded soldiers from the Indian fron- 
tier campaign. Her Majesty saw the 
greater number of the inmates, 

In the surgical division were 53 men 
who had received bullet wounda in the 
Indian frontier campaign, and among 
these were Piper Findlater, the hero 
of Dargai, and Private Vickery, the 
man of the “Dorseta,” who distingtish- 
ed himself so brilliantly by saving the 
lives of two of hia fellow soldiers. 
These two brave men received at the 
hands of the Queen the Vistoria Cross. 

Her Majesty, who looked in the beat 
of health and spirita, and was dressed 
in black silk, and a black bonnet with 
puffings of white tulle at one aide 
and a black and white aigrette, was 
accompanied by Princess Christian, 
Princess Henry of Battenberg, and 
Princess Victoria of Schleawig-Hol- 
stein, 

AMONG THE CONVALESCENTS. 

The run to Netley waa completed in 
two hours the royal train arriving at 
half-past four. The platform waa 
brilliantly decorated with flaga and 
bunting of all colors, Leaning on the 
arm of one of her Indian attendants 
ber Majesty walked slowly through 
the hall to the courtyard of the ata- 
tion. Her appearance was the signal 
for ahearty outburst of cheering, and 
the waving of hats and. handkerchiefs 


from the thousands ef people who had 
congregai d outside. A guard of 
honor consisted of the Mereury train- 
ing ship boys. 

The Queen was conducted to a landau 
drawn by two grey horses, and after 
& few minutes the royal party drove 
off to the hospital, followed by many 
hundreds of people in conveyances on 
bicycles and on foot. Every house in 
Netley was gay with flags and stream- 
era, und along the whole of the route 
to the hospital the road was lined 
with cheering spectators. 

In the neighborhood of the hospital 
there waa another great crowd, and 
her Majesty's reception was most 
enthusiastic. Having seated herself in 
her wheeled chair, the Queen began 
her tour of the wards. The first men 
ween by her Majesty were about 100 
convalescenta, who were marked for 
discharge. She passed slowly along the 
line of canvalescents, and during this 
part of ber tour the multitude outside 
were able to aee everything that oc- 
ourred, 


SHE IS VERY GRACIOUS. 


Upon reaching the end of the corri- 
dor her Majesty ascended in the lift 
to the surgioal\ division, which is 
situated on the second floor. Patients 
able to leave bed\were paraded ini the 
corridor, while the bed-ridden cases 
were collected Into special wards. fo 
several of the men her Majesty spoke, 
asking “What regiment do you be- 
long tof and ‘How did you get 
wounded? ‘I am very sorry for you, 
and hope you will soon get better,” 
were the ‘parting words to each. 
Princess Henry and Princess Christian 
also spoke sympathetically to many of 
the men. In the corridor was a line 
of men, agreat many of whom had 
lost aleg or an arm. The Queen’ spoke 
to every one of these. 


DECORATING THE HEROES, 


It was when her Majesty reached 
that part of the corridor in which 
Findlater and Vickery were atationed 
that the most interesting incident of 
her visit ooourred. Both men were 
seated im chairs. Vickery was the first 
decorated. At Sarun Sar he attacked, 
single-handed, four Afridis. One he 
Shot, the second he bayoneted, and the 
third he killed by clubbing him with 
the butt of his rifle; the fourth man 
run away. After this Vickery assisted 
a wounded comrade into camp he him- 
self being wounded in the left foot. 
Again, at Dargai, Vickery dashed into 
the hottest part of the fire and 
brought in a comrade who had been 
shot through both legs. It was for 
this latter action that he received the 
coveted decoration. Vickery, who isa 
wiry little fellow, joined the terri- 
torial regiment of his native County 
of Dorset about three years ago. The 
wound from which he is suffering is 
supposed to have been caused by an 
Afridi knife. For some time after it 
was inflicted he continued his regi- 
mental duties; but now has to under- 
g° an operation, upon the result of 
which depends whether or not he wil! 
be invalided out of the service. The

Recent changes in the postage stamps 
of the Dominion will make the last is- 
sue valuable to collectors.

Hence a new 
series is being issued, which remedies 
the deficiency.

In the last 
issue the 15, 20 and 50 cent denomina- 
tions were never issued, but they will 
be included in the new issue.

AN APPALLING DISASTER. 


FRENCH LINER LA BOURGOGNE 
SUNK IN A COLLISION. 


@ver Five undrea EL Lives Lest—Terribic 
Mements After the Weasels Strack ~ 
Whocking Charges Agatnat the Crew— 
Men Fonghi Like Wild Beast te Save 
Their Lives-Only ene Woman daved. 

A despatch from Halifax, N. 8., says | 
~The steamer Grecian towed into port 
at 9.30 o'clock on Wedneaday morning 
the British steamer Cromartyahire, 
which had been in collision with the 
big French liner La Bourgogne, ‘sixty 
| Miles eouth of Sable Island, on the 
morning of July 4th. La Bourgogne 
was sunk, and of the six hundred pas- 
| #*ngers on board only two hundred 
were saved to tell the tale of a tragedy 
of the sea which has not been paralleled 
since the Thingvalla Geyser disaster in 
1887, 

The catastrophe is appalling. The 
French liner, running at a terrific 
rate of speed, crashed into the port 
bow of the Cromartyshire in a dense! 
fog. and #ank almost before those on 
| board knew what had happened. The | 
| Steamer recoiled from the shock as if 
struck by a thunderbolt and sank in- 
,to the foaming deep. There was 
Soarcely an instant given to escape 
from the fearful vortex which sucked 
down the trembling souls that man- 
aged to gain the deck. But in less! 
time than it takes to tell it all was! 
over. From the waters that closed 
about the foundering steamer hun- 
dreds of souls were hurled to the top 
of the waves. With wild despairing 
shrieks and screams they clutched 
wainly at the life belts te save them 
from the awful and

that poured over them with the force 
of ahurricane. The only woman saved 
was Mra. A. Lacasse, of Plainfield, 
N. J., and it was mainly through the 
quick action of her husband, who was 
also one of the passengers saved, that, 
she is not among the missing. Mrs. 
Lacasse and her husband have been 
residing at Plainfield, N. J., about sev- 
en years. They were on their way to 
France to spend a few months wit 
relatives, but Mr. Lacasse says he will | 
give up the trip just now after his | 
recent experience. 

Mrs. Lacasse’s late experience was | 
indeed a severe on, and she witness- | 
ed sights that will never leave her me-| 
mory. The collision occurred about five 


o'clock on Monday morning, at yrced 
time the lady was in her berth. The | 
first she knew of the danger was when | 
her husband rushed down into the cab-| 
bin and told her to hasten on deck as 
the steamer had run into a ship and 
was damaged. Mrs. Lacasse hastily 
threw on her dress and without wait- 
ing for bat or shoes and leaving all her 
belongings in her state .room, rushed | 
on deck with her husband, where te | 
passengers were in terror, It was thick | 
fog at the time and they suddenly felt | 
the steamer take a sort of list. 

The Echo, while in conversation with | 
Mr. and Mrs. Lacasse, asked them how | 
the officers and crews of La Bourgogne | 
acted, after they found she was in | 
danger, but both busband and wife | 
said they had no experience in such 
matters, and were not prepared to 
pass an opinion. but they both agreed | 
that the captain of the wrecked | 
steamer 


ACTED LIKE A HERO 


Said Mrs. Lacasse:.“‘The poor man did 
everything he could possibly do up to | 
the very last moment and stayed by | 
bis vessel in command as she “sank.” | 
Mr. and Mrs. Lacasse were saved on | 
a raft. The lady was thrown into the | 
water, but her husband's eyes were on | 
her, and she was neara raft while in | 
the water. and he managed to get on | 
the raft and put her on also. Soon the 
scene became a terrible one, with hun- 
dreds of lives in the balance. The peo 
ple swam and floated about the sur- 
face of the water looking for chances 
to save themselves, but the majority 
of them found none. and clingi to | 
| the raft in which were Mr. asd Mra.| 
Lacasse were about eighteen others, | 
and every moment the raft seemed in 
danger of sinking. s0 great was the 
weight. It would have been madness 
to allow any more weight on it, and

Mr, Lacasse said there were three 
priests on board, and as the ship was 
settling, he saw them going about the 
decks giving absolution to the many 
French and American Catholics who 
remained on board, and who when they 
saw hope had almost abandoned them, 
hurried to the vicinity where tha 
priests were and knelt for absolution.

Scenes enacted on board La Bour- 
gogne just after the collision were ter- 
rible to witness, Men fought for posl- 
tions im the boats like raving maniacs, 
women were forced back from boats 
and trampled down by men who made 
self-preservation their first object. On 
board were large numbers of Italians | 
and other foreigners, These men stop-; 
ped at nothing. Lo one boat was a 
party of forty women, but so great | 
was the panic that not a hand was! 
raised to assist in her launching. The | 
occupants, so near saved, were drowned . 
like rate when the ship, with an awful | 
hissing sound, went down. So desper- | 
ate was the situation that an Italian | 
passenger drew his knife, and made

Women and 
children were driven back to inevit- 
able death at the point of weapons. | 
the owners of which were experts in| 
their use.

many sheep. 

The scene on the water was even 
worse. Many of the unfortunates who 
were etruggling in the water attempt- 
ed to draw themselves into the boats 
and on rafts. These were pushed back 
into a watery grave. Here, too, knives 
were used freely. Not all of the dead 
met death by drowning. Christopher 
Brunon saw a sailor belonging to the 
La Bourgogne strike a passenger over 
the head with a bar and kill him. The 
bedy dropped into the water. The 
passenger grabbed-the hoat in which 
the sailor was and attempted to get on 
board. There were 714 passengers on 
board and 163 were saved. With the 
exception of two passengers, Prof, La- 
Casse and his wife, all the passengers 
of the Bourgogne who were reseued 
are aboard the steamer Grecian at 
Cunard’s wharf. The crew are also on- 
board the steamer. She is expected to 
sail for New York this evening. All 
the crew are collected by themselves in 
the forward part of the deck.

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HOM ESICKNESS. 


A Terrible Disease, Causing Tateld Misery 
and Ever Beath* 


There are few of us who have never 


| known the pangs of homesickness, and 


those few are rather to be pitied than 
envied. Homesickness in mild form is 
@ sign of a gentle mind, and indicates 
the possession of a love of home. and 
country which is the characteristic of 
civilized and normal man. 

This mild form, fortunately, ia the 
only kind which most of us have ex- 
perienced, for when the severe form 
takes possession of a person it is a ter- 
rible disease, causing untold misery and 
even death. This severe form, usually 
called nostalgia, has grown less com- 
mon in these days of quick communica- 
tion, of rapid transmission of news, and 
of & wide-spread knowledge of geogra- 
phy.\ 

The. elements of ignorance of one’s 
surroundings and consequent sense of 
helplessness and despair of ever seeing 
home again, which in times gone'by so 
oppreased the sufferer from nostalgia, 
is removed, except in the case of the 
very young or the densely ignorant. 

The greatest sufferers are Highland- 
ers, German and Swiss mountaineers, 
or the Celtic Scots, and men are more 
apt to be overcome than women. 

The victim of this extreme form of 
homesickness is almost always a resour- 
celess person, one whose life is a routine 
of trivialities, whose ideas are few and 
limited, and such as they are, based 
upon familiar objeots and well-known 
associates. When such a person is 
placed in new surroundings no new 
ideas are created, but there is a gnawi 
longing for the past, which is the more 
intense as a return seems impossible. 

The patient, for such he really is, 
broods over what he has lost, rejects 
what is offered in © of it, and be- 
comes apathetic a taciturn. Sleep 
becomes fitful, and is disturbed by vivid 
dreams of home. The appetite faila, di- 
gestion grows poor, and the sufferer be- 
comes thin and haggard. There ia 
headache, with dulness of intellect and 
finally perhaps, a condition of complete 
indifference to everybody and every- 
thing, which may end in death froma 
failure of the vital organs to perform 
their functions. 

There is little to do for cases of this 
sort where there is no possibility of a 
return home, though sometimes a stady

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BALLOONS IN WAR. 


was co Ps 
A Naval Battle in Clondiand Nearly Thirty 
Years Age. 

The announcement that the balloon 
is destined to play a role in the pre- 
sent war between the United States 
and Spain recalla the aeronautle ex, 
periments made by the French during 
the great war in 18% and J87l. As 
early as 1792 balloons were used for 
military signalling in France. But, 
in our times, during the alege of Paris 
by the German troops frequent at- 
tempts were made by Frenchmen to 


see] communicate with those tnaide the be 


leagured- city, and to despatch men 
and matter from the capital by means 
of balloons, In Paris itself, under the 
direction of Postmaster Ramport, « 
balloon post and transport service was 
established for carrying persons and 
Governmental as well as private mall 
matter from the besieged capital. Am- 
ong the publio men leaving the city 
in this way, M. Gambetta will ever 
be remembered. Homing pigeons were 
also sent by this route to carry back 
news to Paris. A total of sixty-six 
balloons, according to Tisandier's “Eu 
Balloon Pendant le Siege de Paria,” 
left the besieged city, and 168 per- 
sons, 10,194 kilograms of: postal mat- 
ter, including 8,000,000 Jetters, 363 hom- 
ers, five dogs and two boxes of dyna 
mite, were dispaiched by the aerial 
route Of the balfoona, fifty-two de- 
scended in France, five in ern 
ur in Holland, two in Germany, 
one in Norway. Only five of! them 
were captured by the Germans and two 
were never heard of, having been 
lost in the ocean,

Bad Roads. 

During two months of the year 
most of the roads in Ontario are im- 
passable for loads. During three 
months more they are covered with 
mud, and full of ruts and pitch- 
holes, and are barely practicable. 
During two months agricultural 
trade is at a standstill, during the 
other three it is more or less stag- 
nant. The loss of time by man and 
beast, the wear and tear of convey- 
ances, the depriyation of markets, 
and other results, have been com- 
puted and the total loss is placed at 
$16,547,280 annually. These are 
no unauthorized statements, but on 
the contrary form part of the official! 
report of the provincial road in- 
If true they furnish food 
for much thought by the farmers of 
this Province. 


HASTINGS’ GOOD ROADS. 


The provincial inspector of good 
road making, Mr. A. W. Campbell, 
recently presented his annual re. 
port to the provincial Government, 
and this report has been printed and 
issued. It contains much valuable 
information and should be carefully 
read by rural municipal authorities. 
The instructor refers approvingly 
to the system adopted in the county 
of Hastings : 

“Tn that county between 400 and 
500 miles of road are maintained 
exclusively by the county. The 
county. council appoints a man, dur- 
ing its pleasure, called “ the super- 
intendent of gravel roads and 
county surveyor.” He has charge 
of all gravel roads and county 
bridges. He devoted all bis time to 
it. Under him are gangs of men, 
each with a foreman. They are 
employed most of the year and are 
paid monthly. The consequence is 
that Hastings has good roads.

Ne Easy Undertaking to Remove 10,060 
Mem Across the Atlantic. 

A despatch from Washington says: 
~General Greely received a despatch at 
Sp.m. on Friday, containing the in- 
formation that Col. Allen had landed 
the shore end of the signal corps cable 
steamer Adris. Col. Allen was not al- 
lowed to land at Playa on account of 
the Adris coming from an infected dis- 
trict. All were well on board, but no 
one was allowed ashore. Col, Allen 
returns this evening to Daiquiri to re- 
pair the French cable at that point 
and establish regular communication 
between Playa and Santiago, so that 
the army will be in telegraphic com- 
munication with Washington as soon as 
the city is surrounded.

TELLER PONTON ARRESTED AND 
CHARGED WITH THE CRIME. 


Pare, Prefrastens! Margiar, Betrays Bis 
Confederates and Tells the Story of the 
A despatch from Manchester, N. H., 
says —It has transpired that George E. 
Pare, the man who wae recently ar- 
rested here upon the charge of burglar- 
ising the Dominion Bank at Nepanes, 
Canada, in August last, made a com. 
plete confession before being taken 
serous the line for trial in Ontaria. 
where the offence was committed. The 
story of how ble connection with the 
cave was discovered has not yet been 
published, aod in of exceeding interest. 
There are a large number of French- 
Canadian residenta in this city, and 
they naturally gravitate towards what 
i@ known as the French-Canadian sec- 
tian of the city. The first discovery 
of the fact that a number of unsigned 
bank bills which wera stolen trom the 
bank were in ciroulation was made 
here, Upon inquiry it wae found that 
they had passed through the hands of 
® merchant who is engaged in import- 
ing potatoes from the Province of Que- 
bec. Three of these bills had come inte 
hie hands, the signatures of Mr. Baines 
having been forged before they were 
passed. This led to inquiries veng 
made among the dealers who had 
bought potatoes from him and who 
were chiefly located in the French- 
Canadian section. The matter was 
brought to the attention of the Man- 
chester detectives, and Pare's previous 
record and the fact that he had been 
for some tithe residing in the city im- 
mediately caused them ta suspect that 
he knew something about it, Almost 
the first retail merchant interviewed 
furnished a clue, for one of the unsign- 
ed series was found in his possession. 
He was informed that the bill was no 
good, much to hia surprise, but he was 
advised to hold it and to say nothing 
about it, as it would be made all right, 
andamark was placed upon it by 
which it could be again identified. 
When asked where ha got it he imme- 
diately recollected and told the officer. 
After warning him not Ro gay anything 
about it the officer left, but the man 
apparently became alarmed and went 
to the party from whom he had obtain 
edit. This man informed Pare that the 
bill he had given him was bad. Pare 
very quietly replied:—"Give it to me, 
then, and Iwill give youanother one.” 
The bill was then handed to Pare in 
return for a genuine bill, It is 
said that this bill had been 
loaned = by Pare to a friend 
who was behind in bis grocery bill to 
enable him to square up. The clue 
was followed up, and it was found that 
quitea number of these bills has been 
passed in the French-Canadian seotion, 
and many of them were traced to Pare. 
TOLD ALL TO SAVE HIMSELF. 
About the same time news came that 
some of the series had also got into 
circulation in Montreal. It was dis-| 
covered that Pare's sister had recently 
left Manchester and gone to Mont- 


real to live, and the officers here rea~ 
lized that they were on the track of 


at least one of the burglars, and Para | 


was placed under arrest. He con- 
sulted his attorney, and after SOG 
consideration, finding himself in the 
toils, made a clean breast of the whole 
affair. His story reads rather like 
& novel than like achapter in the 
criminal annals of our own country. 
According to his story, upon which the | 
authorities will rely to fill in the links | 
which were wanting in the chain of| 
q@vidence at the former trial, the plot | 
to rob the bank was made long before 
he came upon the scene. His state- 
ments with regard to the preliminary 
steps in the conspiracy tocommit the 
robbery are, of course, hearsay andare 
founded upon information which, he 
says, he received from his confederates, 
As originally concocted the plot was 
participated in by quite a number and 
the scheme was of an entirely dif- 
ferent nature to that which was ulti- 
mately carried out. The card parties 
in the bank were a part of the scheme 
in order to divert suspicion and af- 
ford an opportunity of accomplishing | 
their design. Some time passed ot 
no favorable opportunity was afforded 
or those engaged in the conspiracy be- 
came frightened and the numbers 
dwindled down.

interview with him and agreed to un-! 

He, however, refused | 
to proceed any farther with the scheme 
which they had then in contemplation, 
and from this time was the leading 
spirit in the direction of affairs. He 
decided that the party must be reduced | 
in number, and that the method to be | 
adopted must be that which was sub- 
sequently tried with success. This 
left Mackie, Holden, himself and Pon- 
ton in the game. 

PONTON SUPPLIED THE COMBINA.

While Pare and Holden were work- 
ing inside it was Mackie's duty to re- 
main outside and warn them if danger 
should arise. This warning was given 
by means of a ball of twine, which they 
carried inside the building with them, 
Maskie retaining one end in his had, 
and pullimg it as a signal.

Thia broke the string and acchunte for 
the ball of twine being left in the bank 
where it wae found the naxt morning. 
They came out and the three of them 
climbed the back way into Ponton's 
room, which they entered through the 
window after climbing over the roof 
At the trial a women who bad rooma 
over Ponton's room gave evidence that 
she heard voices and noises in Ponton’s 
reomy on the night of the robbery, but 
her evidence was not believed by 
the Magistrate. Pare saya that they 
went into Ponton's room, where the 

meney waa divided., According to 
agreement Ponton’s share, which 
amounted to about $5,000, was wrapped 
in oilcloth, placed in a tin bisouit box 
and was buried by the side of the 
railway track by Pare, who marked the 
spot. This precaution was taken by the 
others to prevent Ponton’s detection, 
which might havea ooourred had the 
money been entrustred to hie care. 
There it remained antil April last, 
when according, to agreement, Pare 
and holden met in Belleville; they 
bought tickets for Deseronto, ‘where 
they got off the train and walked down 
the railway track to the spot where 
the stolen money had been buried in 
order to avoid any suspicion, The mon-

A QUARREL OVER THE SPOILS. 


When the confederates saw in the 
press the statements of the amount ac- 
tually taken from the bank some of 
them figured that they had not receiv= 
ed their full share and accused each 
other of having been guilty of breach 
of Yaith in taking a larger sum than 
each was entitled to, All denied having 
done’ so, with the exception of Pon- 
ton, who had not’ been spoken to. 
When they met him to hand over the 
money the othera charged him with 
having taken tha missing bills, but he 
denied the charge, However, they in- 
Slated that. he was the culprit and 
fined him $2,000 of the unsigned bills, 
which Pare and Holden divided be- 
tween themselves. 

Pare says that the gang narrowly 
escaped detection on the night that the 
robbery took place. As they were leav- 
ing Ponton’s room one of them knock- 
ed downa shutter, which made a oclat- 
tering noise, and then they heard eome- 
one walk across a room. Two of them 
just had time to get into the shed, and 
they peeped out afterwards and saw a 
woman looking out of one of the win- 
dows on the top flat. They lay quiet 
for a while until they heard her go 
back again, and then all was still and 
they got away. The string which they 
used as an alarm appears to have been 
rotten. and this, too, on one occasion 
nearly caused their undoing. On one 
occasion whilst Pare and Holden were 
working in the vault, Mackie suddenly 
found that there was dangerand gave 
the signal with such vigor that he 
broke the string. .Some party came 
along, but apparently thought that the 
men in the bank were clerks working 
there. and took no further notice. The 
biscuit box with the money in it was 
buried at the particular spot to which 
reference has been made because there 
is a heavy grade there, and the men 
could with greater readiness jump on 
and get away. . 

Pare’s confession is thoroughly believ- 
ed by the officers who have been work- 
ing on the case, and the report that 
the box in which was deposited part of 
the stolen money has been found near 
Napanee, where he indicated it would 
be found, gives confidence in the re- 
mainder of his story. It may be, how- 
ever, that his statements regarding 
Ponton have been made to shield 
himself, and, if possible, secure his 
safety by swearing against the other 
prisoners. ‘ 


TAKEN TO MEAN PEACE, 


Royal Becree tnaned at Madrid on Friday 
Causes Alarm, 

A despatch from Madrid says:—The 
Official Gazette on Friday publishes a 
royal decree temporarily suspending 
throughout the Spanish peninsula the 
rights of individuals as guaranteed by 
the constitution, The decree adds that 
the Government will render an ac- 
count to Parliament for the use it 
may make of this measure. The publi- 
cation of the decree is generally ac- 
cepted as being convincing proof that 
Spain is now ready to sue for peace, 
and that negotiations to that effect are 
actually in progress. The Government 
wishes to have full power to suppress 
any evidences of discontent or rebel- 
lions whenever they appear. The Car- 
lists are furious, and are sure to at- 
tempt to create trouble, 

One Minister expressed the conviction 
that official overturas for peace will 
be made before Sunday, and there is 
reason to believe France has offered 
her services to Spain, and that Spain 
has drawn up conditions for peace 
which offers « basis for negotiations. 

Premier Sagasta ie quoted as saying 
Spain wants peace, “but it must be 
an honourable peace, as Spain de- 
serves.” Continuing, the Premier is 
said to have remarked:—“The army 
is anxious to resist to the last, But, 
the Government cannot consent to such 
a useless sacrifice. Had we our fleet, 
the situation would be very different.”

In the atreeta of 
the city this morning, at the entrench- 
mente, at- the breastworks, and at 
every hundred feet or so of the barbed 
wire fences, were the living skeletons 
of Spanish soldiers, Among the ar- 
rivals on Sunday were the German, 
Japanese and Portuguese Consula and 
their families, the British and French 
Consuls having arrived the day before.

The contact mines in the harbour 
were removed the day Admiral Cervera 
left, but two chains of electric mines 
from Estrella point arid the other from 
Socapa are still down, Four Spanish 
merchant steamers and the gunboat 
Alvarado are now in the harbour. 

The market place has been sacked 
by the troops. Twenty-two thousand 
refugees are quartered at El Caney. 
5,000 at Firmeza, and 2,500 at Cuabitan, 
El Boniato, and Ban Vicente, where 
they have been living for a fortnight. 
Ia one case 500 were crowded into one 
building, which was a regular pig sty, 
with a horrible stench, They used the 
water from the rtiver where soiled 
clothing was washed and all manner 
of filth is floating. The Spanish troops 
Will be camped two miles outside the 
city limits under guard, until their 
embarkation takes place. The docks 
are crowded by incoming refugees in 4 
starving condition, awaiting the arrival 
in the harbour of the Red Cross So- 
ciety's steamer State of Texas, as there 
ame no eatables to be bought th the 
city. The entrance of the refugees was 
quiet and peaceful. They viewed their 
wrecked homes philosophically as the 
fortune of war. 

Admiral Sampson's last bombard- 
ment of Santiago wrecked 57 houses in 
the city, causing heavy damages.

VILL FIGHT TO THE DEATH. 


Beapatches From the Gevernersa of, the 
Philippines and Cuba to Madrid, 


A despatch from Madrid says :—Senor 
Sagasta and General Correa, Minister 
of War, declare that the latest news 
from the Philippines is of the most. 
favorable character. General Correa's 
advices indicate that the insurgents are 
now displaying “only a lukewarm hoa- 
tility towards the Spanish troops.” 
Captain-General Augusti sends an of- 
ficial despatch, asserting under date of 


July 14th, that while the blockade is 
becoming very strict. the enemy has 
lost heavily in the several recent en- 
wagements, “by which the morale of the 
American force has been weakened, 
and the Spaniards have been greatly 
encouraged.” The despatch alleged 
also that the garrison is ready to fight 
to the death, and that General Moret 
and several officers who had escaped 
from Matabebe have arrived there.

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THE AMERICANS FEAR A CLASH 
WITH AGUINALDO. 


A despatch from Washington says: 
Reassured of the friendly attitude of 
the Berlin Government by the onl! up- 
on the President to-day of the German 
Ambassador to the United States, the 
Administration's only apprehension of 
complications in the Philippines arises 
from the inexplicable conduct of Agui- 
naldo, the insurgent leader. Although 
complying with the wishes of Rear-Ad- 
miral Dewey in not making an attack 
upon the city of Manila until the ar- 
rival of « large number of American 
troops, the inewrgent leader ia appar- 
ently making desperate efforta to 
oreate conditions in the lalandsa which 
will necessitate the declaration of 
their independence by this Government. 
and, following its example by, the re 
mainder of the nationa of the world. 

This despatch made public by Secre- 
tary Alger on Friday, gives an idea of 
the situation ss wired by Brigadier- 
General Anderson, the senior officer at 
Cavite before the arrival of the sec-

GERMANS STRICTLY NEUTRAL. 

So far as Germany is concerned, the 
President is satisfied that the policy 
of that Government toward American 


operations in the Philippines will be 
strictly neutral. This feeling is strong- 
erthan it has been for some time past, 
and is due entirely to the unsolicited 
and friendly call upon the President 
of (Baron Von Holleben, the German 
Ambassador. He was ut the White 
house on Friday morning before 
Cabinet meeting, finding Secretary Day 
closeted with thé President, and the 
three officials discussed the political 
situation generally. 

the highest aythority I am 
able to state that the subject of the 
disposition of the Philippines was not 
discussed or even mentioned by either, 
nor was Ambassador Holleben charged 
with making any peace representations 
to this Government or with ascertain- 
ing the terms upon which it would be 
willing to end in war. 
_ Naturally, the President, who is anx- 
ious for peace, would have been willing 
to have listened to Baron Von Holle- 
ben had he made any such representa- 
tions, but, much to his disappointment, 
the German diplomat did not have any~ 
thing to say on this point. 

One thing is certain. Germany will 
not recognize Aguinaldo’s Government, 
although it is undoubtedly the de facto 
Government outside of Manila and 
Cavite. Neither will the United States, 
In any event, I am told any action 
taken by Germany will follow that 
taken by this Government. The insur~ 
gent forces, to be sure, are in control 
af the greater part of the Island of 
Luzon, and Aguinatdo, by right of mili- 
tary occupation, has declared martial 
law within the territory over which his 
forces have control. i

DANGERS OF THE OCEAN, 


eee WRECKS RECALLED BY 

THE LA BOURGOGNE DISASTER. 

| A Record of Veancls That Mave Never Been 
Heard of After Leaving Port—The Mary 
Celiate Mystery—Captain and Crew AU 


The loss ‘of the Bourgogne,with near- 
jly six hundred souls, has struck ter- 
| ror into the hearts of the people: as 
only a great ocean disaster can. 

No other calamity is so cruel and} 
| 80 wholesale in its destruction of the 
|human life as the ainking of an At- 

lantic liner. The long immunity of 
these olass of vessela from serious 
disaster has led many people to be-, 
lieve that the days when vessels suc 
cumbed to the vicissitudes of the sea 
| have disappeared, and that with the 
double-bottom, twin propellers and 
watertight bulkheads an era of safety 
had begun: 

| The wreck of the Bourgogne dispels 
this illusion, and naturally draws at~- 
tention to disasters of a like natare | 
that have occurred in former years, | 


| 


These are very numerous, and involved | 
great loss of life. The losa of the Elbe | 
in 1805 was the greatest sea tragedy | 
of recent years. It will be remembered ; 
that while on the journey from Brem- 
en to New York, she was sunk in ool- 
lision with the Crathiei off Lowes- 
toff, and 334 lives lost. But even this 


catastrophe does not equal the terrible | 


event of the La Bourgogne.

THE ATLANTIC DISASTER. | 


The Atlantic of the White Star Lins 
when she sailed from Liverpool for 


the night of April 1, she struck the 
rocks near Meagher’s Island. Many of 
the passengers and crew were rescued 
by boats and life lines, but 481 per- 
ished. More than a hundred steerage 
passengers were drowned in their 
berths. 

The disaster was followed on Novem~- 
ber 21, of the same year by that of 
the Ville du Havre. She was sunk 
when six daya out from New York by 
a three-masted ship, the Loch Earn. 
According to the story of a passeng~ 
er, she went down within twenty min- 
utes of the collision. Her crew and 
passengers numbered $13, and of those 
226 were drowned. 


LEFT NO TRACE. 


There are numerous inatances of ves- 
sels that have left port mever to be 
heard of again. Of this olass is the 
Nationa! Line steamer Erin, which left 
New York, bound for Liverpool! in 
1898. She was acattle carrier, and 


| had a crew of fifty, inclading cattle- 


men. She passed Sandy Hook in the 
afternoon, and that night one hundred 
miles out she was passed by an incom- 
ing Cunard liner. They exchanged sig- 
nals. From that hour to this nothing 
has been seen of the Erin or her 
crew. A portion of a lifeboat, which 
was subsequently found to have be- 
was picked up 
months afterwards in the Gulf Stream. 
That was all. Whether the ill-fated 
Erin ran into an tceberg, blew up, or 
struck a floating \derelict, will never 
be known. . \ 

The steamship President sailed from 
New York for Liverpool in March, 1841. 
Among her passengers, of whom she 
carried a large number, was Tyrone 
Power, the comédian, a son of the 
Duke of Richuiond. After leaving port

and not a soul aboard lived to tell 
the nature of the disaster which over- 
took her, 

The next vessel to disappear as did 
the President was the Glasgow steam- 
ship City of Glasgow.

Very few words were spoken by any, | 
and the only sound that we heard was! 


ke many had to hold on by one hand, 


ithe splash of the waters = or 


jthem. Nearly all were submerged to 
jtheir armpits, while a few could with 
difficulty keep their heads above the 
surface. 

“The women were the first to go. 
They were unable to stand the ex- 
| posure more than three or four hours. 
|They all fell off the raft without a 
word, except ome poor girl, who cried 
out im intense agony: “Oh, my poor 
mother and. siaters!’” 

At the end of the day McCabe was 
ithe only person left alive on the raft. 
During the night of the second day 
be was rescued by the second officer 
and some sailors of the Arctic In a 
beat. Not a single woman of the Aro- 
tic’s passengers was saved. 

LIFE AND TREASURE LOST. 

The steamship, Central America, 
when she left Aspinwall for New York, 
on September 3 carried more than four 
hundred passengers and $2,000,000 of 
treasure shipped from San Francisco.

In 1866 the Pacific, a ateamship con- 
sidered in those days a crack vessel 
and the flagship of the Collina Line, 
left Liverpool bound for New York. 
She never reached her destination and 
after passing Daunt’s Rock, no one 
ever knew what fate she met. Nearly 
two hundred passengers were aboard. 
They went down with the ship. From 
observations made after it is believed 
that she struck an iceberg and sank 
This is mere conjecture, 
| however. 

The mysterious losses of the Ocean 
Monarch and the Blernie come next 
fon the list. They, too, carried, passeng- 
lers, and after sailing from New York 
were never afterward heard from. 


THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


The only trace ever found of : 
| steamship City of Boston, which sail- 
led from New York, January 25, 1870, | 
was a board picked up at sea, which 
bore in almost decipherable characters 
a short message, It told the tale with | 
| pitiful brevity. “The ship is sinking | 
and we ate lost,” was the message. | 

In 1879 the steamship Zanzibar sail- 
ed from New York for Glasgow. No 
tidings were ever heard of her. A 
year later a bottle was washed ashore | 
on the [fish coast. It contained a brief 
letter signed by the Zanzibar’s en- 
gineer, which stated that the vessel 
had foundered at sea. 

MYSTERY OF THE MARY CELESTE | 

One of the most mysterious of all) 
ocean mysteries, and one which will) 
probably never be unraveled until the | 
sea gives up its dead, is that of the | 
American brig Mary Celeste. Absurd | 
‘accounts full of fantastic inaccuracies 
[have frequently. made the rounds of | 
the press, professing to give the story | 
of the disappearance of the crew, but ! 
the story is extraordinary enough 
without fanciful embellishment. 

The Mary Celeste also carried pas- 
sengers and what became of them, to- 
gether with the crew and officers, is 
indeed one of the most baffling puz- 
zies. In 1873 the British brigantine 
Dei Gratia sighted the abandoned brig 
Ma Celeste in latitude 88 deg. 20 mia. 
north, and longitude 17 . © min. 
west. The weather was calm, the sea 
smooth and « brisk —— breeze 
was blowing. The was 
sailing westward on the starboard 
tack.

THE NARONIC MYSTERY. 

The Naronio, of the Whité Star Line 
which left Liverpool for New York on 
February, 11, 1893, and has never been 
heard from, is the mast recent ship 
to share a fate which has overtaken 
a number of Atangtio liners, 

The Naronic was a freight veasel 
and an unusually good one for the 
‘work. Ske had made the transatlantic 
passage in @ little more than nine daya, 
Her grom register waa 6504 tons and 
she waa 470 feet long. Those aboard 
of her included a orew of fifty-five and 
about a dozen cattlemen. 

The wreck of the Drummond Castle, 
on the coast of France a short time 
ago is still fresh in the memory of 
readers. 
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JOURNEYS OF CRANE-BACK. 
Mow the Little Birds Travel Prom Karepe 
te Anta and Vier Versa. 

How even the little birda contrive te 
get across such vast expanses of the 
aea in their annual migrations is a 
puzzling question. That they do it 
is unquestionable; it is admitted by 
the most competent observers ‘that 
they sometimes get over stretches of 
billowy brine that for a thousand miles 
afford no perch for their weary little 
clawa to clutch on. That such an ex+- | 
tended flight is too.much for them is 
not only evident in itself, but is proved 
by the fact’ that these too venturesome 
songsters sometimes alight on the rig- 
gings of ships in euch a state of ex- 
haustion that. when disturbed, they 
are unable to fly the length of the ves- 
sel, and occasionally even fall helpless 
upon the deck. 

An English traveller, who was con- 
siderably interested in the birds, hap- 
pened tobe passing theautumn in the 
island of Crete, in the Mediterranean; 
and he often noticed a sound like the 
twittering of amalf birds at times 
when the sanderanes were passing over 
head on their way southward. As the 
only fowl in sight were the cranes, this 
aroused his curiosity, and he mention- 
ed the matter to a friend who waa & 
native of the island, suggesting that 
possibly the noise was caused by the

of these great birds, His friend, how- 
ever, said no; the noise, he declared, 
was made by song-birds that were rid- 
ing on the backs of the cranes, and hé 
further asserted that the saucy little 
fellows had come ali the way from the 
coast of Europe with their good-nat- 
companions, who lent, if not — 
helping hand, # helping back, which 
was much more servicable, as often as 
needed. 

A tew days later the Englishman got 
pretty conclusive proof of the trath 
of theae statements: He was cruis- 
ing about in a boat about fifteen miles 
from shore, when another flock of 
cranes passed overhead, and he heard 
the same twittering notes. He. there 
fore, discharged his gun to see what 
would come of it; and forthwith he 
saw three small birda rise up from the 
fiock in fright. After a short time 
they disappeared among the cranes. 

The next year he was visiting Cairo, 
in Egypt. and observed « great sum- 
ber of wagtails in the paim gardens 
there. After watching them for some 
time, as they hopped about and tilted 
in the fashion that has given them 
their name. he asked an old Bedouin 
chief who stood near how he imagined 
they got there, sa they always spend 
the summer in Europe. The sheik at 
once replied: “Ya khamageh, my 
dear sir, do you know that these little, 
birds are borne acroas the sea by the 
larger ones tT’
